NOTE 


^TANDARD  works  on  numismatics  are  necessarily  limited  to 
rather  small  editions;  therefore  it  is  not  often  that  the  student 
of  the  science  has  an  opportunity  to  secure  many  of  the  books  in 
this  catalogue.  The  American  Numismatic  Society  has  been  fortu- 
nate enough  to  obtain  during  the  past  year  or  two  the  private 
libraries  of  some  of  its  members,  which  have  considerably  aug- 
mented their  already  large  library  and  given  them  many  duplicate 
volumes. 

The  collection  of  United  States  coins  to  be  sold  in  the  same  session 
is  well  worthy  of  attention.  The  gold  series  contains  a large  num- 
ber of  the  early  and  rare  dates.  In  the  silver  series  nearly  all  of 
the  rare  dollars  and  half  dollars  are  found  in  very  satisfactory 
condition.  A quite  representative  line  of  the  smaller  silver  and 
copper  coins  complete  the  collection. 

There  are  a number  of  interesting  silver  coins  of  ancient  Greece 
and  a series  of  gold  aureii  of  the  Ruman  Empire,  all  of  which  since 
the  closing  of  the  European  market  are  quite  difficult  to  procure.
